who aro interested Jn thu potato situ- 
ation arc comnioiiciiis to ronllr.o thai 
something iniiBt bo d«jnu within a 
short time 1C It Is dual red to savo t he 
potatoes that arc now In tho luuula 
of the fanners in this part oC the 
states. It Is admitted that tlicro in a 
largo quantity ot potatoes that havo 
noviT boon hauled to market, and if 
a very few weeks elapse now before 
they arc marketed, it IB apparent to 
all, 
that they never will roach tlio 


consumer. It is true that prices nro 
not, 
nor have not for some time pant, 


been as trood us could have boon 
wishod, but It is boHcr to will tho 
stock at the nominal price of GO 
cents a bushel than to throw (bo crop 
Into tho rofuso heap, us will havo to 
be done this spring, unless conditions 
change within tho next few dayn. 


At Slovens Point tho mayor of the 


city hits taken the matter up with 
Mr. Hoover himself, pointing owl to 
him tliut the proBCiit coiidlllon 
IH 


having a tendency to very materially 
IIKTOUHO tho cost of living and waste 
food products rather than conaorvc 
I l i u m , and unking that cars bo fur- 
nished tlio people oil that city so that 
a part of the potato crop may bo 
moved before It Is'too late. 


At Plalnllold tho farmers and some 


ot the town folk recently held a 
meet Ing tor tho purpose o( devising 
moans of getting at least a part of 
the crop to market before it is too 
la-to. 
At that placo an association 


was formed and It wan proposed to 
lino ordinary box cars and ship tho 
potatoes In these, and thus manage 
to get along some way. It seems that 
one of tho citizens (hero who hart In- 
terested hlmsolC In tho matter found 
that It was possible to dispose of tho 
tubers at a pretty good price If they 
could only bo shipped to tho city. At 
Hunt place about one hundred farmers 
went In on the proposition, each put- 
ting in live dollars aplocc in order to 
get the matter started. Their offer

People in this northern country 


\vho are interested Jn the potato situ- 
ation are commencing to realize that 
something must be done within 
-a. 


short time if It Is desired to save the 
potatoes that are now in the hands 
of the fanners in this part of tin; 
state. It is admitted that thero is a 
large quantity of potatoes that hava 
never been hauled to market, and if 
a very few weeks elapse now before 
they are marketed, it is apparent to 
all, that they never will roach tlio 
consumer. It IB true that prices are 
not, 
nor have not for some time past, 


been as good us could liavo been 
wished, but it is better to sell the 
stock at the nominal price of 50 
cents a bushel than to throw tho crop 
into the refuse heap, us will have to 
be done this spring, unless conditions 
change within the next few days. 


At Stevens Point tho mayor of the 


city has taken the matter up with 
Mr. Hoover himself, pointing out to 
him that the present condition ia 
having a tendency to very materially 
increase the cost of living and waste 
food products rather than conserve 
them, and asking that cars be fur- 
nished the people ol that city so that 
a part of the potato crop may be 
moved before it is'too late. 


At Plainfield the fanners and some 


of the town folk recently held a 
meeting for the purpose of devising 
means of getting at least a part of 
the crop to market before it :s too 
lale. At that place an association 
was formed and it was proposed to 
.line ordinary box cars and ship tho 
potatoes in these, and thus manage 
to get along some way. It seems that 
one of the citizens there who had in- 
terested himself In the matter found 
that it was possible to dispose of tho 
tubers at a pretty good price if they 
could only be shipped to the city. At 
tliiat place about one hundred farmers 
went in on the proposition, each put- 
ting in five dollars apiece In order to 
get the matter started. Their offer

MAKING EFFORTS TO 


MARKETTHE CROP 


People in this northern country 


who are interested In the potato situ- 
ation are commencing to realize that 
something must be done within a. 
short time- if it is desired to save the 
potatoes that are now in the hands 
of the farmers in this part of the 
state. It is admitted that thero is a 
large quantity of potatoes that hava 
never been hauled to market, and if 
a very few weeks elapse now before 
they are marketed, Jt is apparent to 
all, that they never will reach tile 
consumer. It IB true that prices are 
not, nor have not for some time past, 
been as' good as could have been 
wished, but it is better to sell the 
stock at the nominal price of 50 
cents 3. bushel than, to tbj-ow the crop 
into the refuse heap, as will have to 
be done this spring, unless conditions 
change within the next few days. 


At Stevens Point the mayor of the 


city has taken the matter up with 
Mr. Hoover himself, pointing out to 
him that the present condition is 
having a tendency to very materially 
increase the cost of living and waste 
food products rather than conserve 
them, and asking that cars be fur- 
nished the people of that city so that 
a part of the potato crop may be 
moved before it is'too late. 


At Plainfield the farmers and some 


of the town folk recently held a 
meeting for the purpose of devising 
means of getting at least a part of 
the crop to market before it is too 
la*e. At that place an association 
was formed and it was proposed to 
line ordinary box cars and ship the 
potatoes in these, and thus manage 
to get along some way. It seems that 
one of the citizens there who had in- 
terested himself in the matter found 
that it was possible to dispose of the 
tubers at a pretty good price If they 
could only be shipped to the city. At 
that place about one hundred farmers 
went in on the proposition, each put- 
ting in flve dollars apiece in order to 
get the matter started. Their offer 
was at the rate of $1.35 per hundred 
weight at PlalnQeld, and Jt was ex- 
pected that it would cost about 
'< 


cents per bushel to ship them to the 
market.

Face Critical Stage. 


"The next sixty days will be the 


most critical period in our food his- 
tory. The simple fact is that the pro- 
gram goes far deeper than supplies to 
the allies. 


"During the last three months we 


have I'D 11 en far behind In movement of! 
foodstuffs from the farms to the con- 
suming and storage centers. Up lo ihe 
first of February less than f»0 per co-lit, 
of the normal ratio of corn hns been 
moved, less than SO per cent of tiie 
oats and less than GO per cent of Ihe 
potatoes. 


"We had about I.MO.OOQ carloads of 


potatoes November '1 that should have 
been mover! from 
Cite producing cen- 


ters, and up to tho firsr of February 
wo. had moved about 28,000 carloads. 
We should have moved over ,10,000 in 
this period. The result- is that pota- 
toes are spoiling In the producers' 
bands. 


Transportation to Blame. 


"There is a groat deal of live slock 


which has been ready for Ihe markci 
for some lime, but is still held in the 
fanners' bunds through iiiiibilily lo ob- 
tain transportation. 


"The effect of this delayed move- 


ment hns been manifold:

"Third—Tho co.st of grains for feed- 


Ing live stock has so increased to the 
feedsr of finished cattle that they face 
'serious losses. The costs of the dairy- 
ing Industries have necessarily yreat- 
;ly increased, 


"Fourth—Through tho large consum- 


ing areas we have been living on re- 
serves through the period oi! scant sup- 
plies. 
These reserves are approach- 


Ing exhaustion. 


"Fifth—We' hnve been unable to 


transport to seaboard the necessary 
foodstuffs for the allies. 


Public Must Give Aid. 


"The situation calls for every co-op- 


eration of the public—through the 
quick loading of cars, loading them to 
capacity, und discharging them quick- 
ly—and In every way reducing the tax 
on the railways. 


. "Co-operation can be given by reduc- 


tion In consumption of foodstuffs, by 
tho consumption of home and local 
stores to the exclusion of transported 
'articles. 


"No effort Is being spared to move 


allied food, and the railway director- 
ate Is arranging special trains to carry 
meat and packing-house products from 
Chicago to load tho waiting ships.

lies. By the end of February we will 
be short -<J5;000,000 bushels in cereal 
products which we undertook as our 
share of. their supplies. 
We also wil! 


be short ol1 Hie amount of meat-prod- 
ucts that we were to deliver. 


"This deficiency is due solely to the 


railway congestion since that date. 


Face Critical Stage. 


"The next sixty days will he tlie 


most critical period in our food his- 
tory. The simple fact is That the pro- 
gram goes fur deeper than supplies lo 
tlie allies. 


"During the Inst Uiree months we 


have fallen far behind In movement o£ 
foodstuffs from the farms to ihe con- 
suming and .storage centers. Up to ihe 
first of February less than 50 per cent 
of the normal ratio of corn has been 
moved, less than SO per cent of the 
onts and less than GO per cent of ihe 
potatoes. 


"We bad about 130.000 carloads of 


-potatoes November 1 that should have 
been moved from the producing cen- 
ters, nnd up to the first of February 
we had moved about IiS.000 carloads. 
We should have moved over 50.000 in 
this period. 
The result is that poia- 


toes lire spoiling in the producers' 
hands. 


Transportation to Blame. 


"There is a great deal of live stock j 


which ha.s been ready for the niarkel 
for some time, but is still held in tho 
farmers' hands through inability to ob- 
tain transportation. 


"The 
effect of this delayed move- 


ment has been manifold: 


"First—To jeopardize the safety of 


a great deal of the soft corn and per- 
ishables, such as potatoes. 


"Second—The stricture in flow of 


distribution hns disturber! the price 
conditions in the country by practical- 
ly suspending the law of supply and 
demand. 
' .. 


"Third—The cost of grains for feed- 


ing live stock has so increased to the 
feeflsr of finished cattle that they face 
serious losses. The costs of the dairy- 
ing industries have necessarily great- 
lly Increased. 


"Fourth—Through the large consum- 


ing areas we have been living on re- 
serves through the period of scant sup- 
plies. 
These reserves are approach- 


Ing exhaustion. 


"Fifth—We have been unable to 


transport to seaboard the necessary 
foodstuffs for the allies. 


Public Must Give Aid. 


"The situation calls for every co-op- 


eration of the public—through tlie 
quick loading of cars, loading them to 
capacity, and discharging them quick- 
ly—and in every wny reducing the tax 
on the railways. 


. "Co-operation can be given by reduc- 


tion In consumption of foodstuffs, by 
the consumption of home and local 
stores to the exclusion of transported 
articles. 


"No effort Is being- spared to move 


allied food, and the railway .director- 
ate Is arranging special trains to carry 
meat and packing-house products from 
Chicago to load the waiting ships. '

the condition of the crop, as reported 
on December 1, was the lowest ever 
recorded, indicating a probable produc- 
tion 
of 
only 
540,000,000 
bushels. 


Whether the actual production will be 
greater or less than the estimate will 
depend upon conditions prevailing be- 
tween now and the time of harvest. If 
there were planted to spring wheat In 
the United States this year an acreage 
equal to the sura of the record planting 
iu each spring whenl state within the 
.last ten years, there would be sown ap- 
proximately 23,300,000 acres. If there 
should be planted an acVeage equal to 
the sum of the record planting for each 
state within the last five years there 
would be sown approximately 21.000,- 
000 acres. The record planting for any 
year was 20,381,000, in 1911. The acre- 
age for 1917 was 18,511,000. 


"The department of agriculture has 


carefully studied all these records uud 
other data in connection with the pres- 
ent war conditions and needs, and be- 
lieves that it will be possible this year 
to secure an acreage iu excess of the. 
record acreage which was planted In 
1911. 
It is believed 
that Increased 


acreages can be secured in states mrid 
sections where spring-wheat production 
Is known to be reasonably promising, 
and that such increases can be made 
without upsetting farm plans. 


The total acreage will be greatly in- 


fluenced by what ia done in Minnesota, 
North Dakota, Montana and 
Idaho,

Washington.—Proposals lo reimburse 


corporations and Individuals for losses 
sustained by reason of .shutting down 
plants or stopping work due to the or- 
der of tin; fuel administration are not 
looked upon w i t h favor, although bills 
for this purpu.se have been introduced 
in congress. Tlio.se who know anything 
about claims against the government 
are slaggoral as they contemplate the 
result ol' legislation to pay for any such 
losses as may have occurred or are 
claimed to have occurred on account of 
Ilie recent order, What a list of claims 
there would ho! 
And what a big bu- 


reau Jt would lake, to examine these 
claims and sift the real from the spuri- 
ous. Nearly every person in the United 
Stales who had any business or was 
employed in any capacity could make a 
cl.'iim for los-s susKiinod on the days 
designated by Hie .fuel ad'-Mnistuation. 


Following the Civil war congress was 


overwhelmed with claims /'or losses of 
property and now, fu! years after the 
close of that war, there are .still thou- 
sands nf war claims'pending 
Millions 


of people yet unborn would not live to 
.see Hie end of ihe claims presented on

Treat Before Thawing. 


When lirsi frozen the comb and w al- 


lies return their normal color, except 
for a slight whiteness of the skin of 
the frozen parts. After the affected 
parts thaw out they turn dark in color, 
and there is more or less Inlhunmatlon 
in them and Hio adjacent purls. Treat- 
ment is most beneficial if iirst applied 
before the frozen parts hoglu to thaw. 
At this stage the best treatment Is to 
rub with cold vaseline or lard, manipu- 
lating gently with the fingers to draw 
Hie frost: gradually and restore circu- 
lation. 
When the frost is out anoint 


llie parts with n mixture of fi tnble- 
spoonfuls vaseline, 2 tablespoonfuls 
glycerine, 1 lablospoonful turpeniine. 
Apply this two or three times n dny. 
keeping the bird in. a cool (not cold) 
place. If th<! frostbite is not noticed 
until thawing has occurred, omit the 
first rubbing. 


Use of Vaseline. 


The thin wattles of males nre most 


.susceptible, especially when they nre 
wet; as the bird drinks. In severe cold 
vealher it is best, not to give males ac- 
cess to open drinking vessels except 
during tin; warmer hours of tho day. 
T.he combs are usually frosted at night 
when the Ifirds nre on the roosts. A

A FIRELESS BROODER 


FOR MOTHERLESS CHICKS. 


It is satisfactory for the small 


(lock owner. It can be used out- 
doors only in reasonably warm 
weather; in cold weather keep it 
in a room which is at least part- 
ly ealed. 


You can make it yourself. As 


the construction is very simple., 
many people, prefer to build rath- 
er than buy them. 
The body 


beat of tho chickens Is tho 
source of warmth. 
A box 18 


inches square and 8 inches deep 
makes a good hover of this type. 
Ad.ju8t.ablo quills or covers arc 
used. The number and position 
of the quilts over the chickens 
in this box are regulated accord- 
Ing to weather nnd the number 
of chicks. In very cold weather 
(he quilts should sag so as to 
rest, on the bucks of tho newly 
batched chicles, and there should 
be little or no e.mpty space In 
the hover. In warmer weather 
or with olde/ chickens the quilts, 
or covers are raised or part of 
them removed. From 12 to 40 
chicks are usually placed In a 
tireless brooder, 25 being the av- 
erage number, while small lots 
do hotter thun larger ones under 
this method.

the hovers frequently until they 
learn where to get warm. 


doltcs, lUiodo. Island Reds and Orp- 
ingtons are all good varieties for the 
average person who docs not Intend to 
go into the poultry business on a con- 
siderable scale. Those breeds are good 
layers and they also make good table 
poultry. Furthermore, they will hatch 
their own eggs and brood their own 
chickens, whereas the Leghorns and 
other breeds of the ogg-laying class do 
not sit, and the use of expensive Incu- 
bators nnd brooders is necessary in 
order to perpetuate these flocks. 


HENHOUSE WARM BUT AIRY. 


a poultry house can he kept 


well ventilated without making it un- 
comfortably cold for the hena except 
In the very coldest \venthcr. Birds can 
stand quite low temperatures provided 
their combs do not frost Where there 
is much hard freezing weather, tho 
most effective way thnt has been found 
to keep the poultry house warm and 
dry is to place dry straw or Jiay to the 
depth of a foot or more overhead on 
a floor of hoards laid as wide apart as 
mny he and still hold the straw. Dry 
straw usually will absorb all moisture, 
nnd so, when it is used the poultry 
keeper must judge by the air in the 
house how much ventilation Is needed. 
A brood th«t will not stand the tem- 
perature when the ventilation Is regu- 
lated in this way is not suited to tho 
climate. 


Heavy Layers Are Best. 


Heavy layers -produce more hatch- 


ing eggs for sale or for hatching Into 
baby chicks and more eggs for mar- 
ket purposes before and after the 
hatching season. 


PROTECT THE MALE BIRDS. 


The hens of all breeds, having 


smaller coijjbs than the mules, can 
stand much! lower temperatures.

in them and the adjacent parts. Treal- 
mont is most beneficial if first applied 
before the frozen parts begin to thaw. 
At tills s'tngo the be.st tre.-UTiient Is lo 
rub with cold vaseline or lurd, manipu- 
lating gently with the fingers to draw 
Ilic trout gradually and restore circu- 
lation. When the frost is out anoint 
Uio parts with n mixture of !5 lablc- 
upoonfuls vaseline, 2 
tablL'Spoonfuls 


glycerine, 1 tnble.spoonful turpentine. 
Apply this two or three times u day, 
keeping the bird In u cool (not cold) 
place. If tho frostbite Is not noticed 
until thawing has occurred, omit the 
first rubbing.
